The Committee on the State of the Church 
submitted au extended report on tbe condition 
of the Church at tbe present time. Gratifying 
accounts from all parts of the country in regara 
io Ler welfare are received, but it was a matter 
of :egret that the number of candidates for holy 
Tas Commit- 
tee recommended the creation of a building- 
fund, and commended tke condition of the 
Church in the South to her more fortunate sis- 
ier cuurches Noth. 

DIVORDE. 

The Committee on Canons reported having 
bad under consideration Message 21 of House of 
Lisbops, containing the amended cavou on the 
subject of divorce, and recommeaded the adop- 
tiov of the following resolutions: 

That the House of Deputies concur with the House 
of Bishops in the proposed conventiun on the subject 
of divorce, with the following amendments: First, 
strike out Sec, 1; secondly, strike out Secs, 3, 4 and 5; 
thirdiy, strike out Sec. 2, so that the canon may read 
as follows: 

Of Marriage and Diverce—No minister of this 
Church ebali solemnize marriage in any case where 
there isa divorced wife or husvand of either party 
siil!l living, and when the divorce was claimed for some 
cause arizing out of marriage; but this canon shall 
not be held toapply to the innocent party in a divorce 
for the cause of aduliery, or to parties once divorced 
secking to be united again, 

Placed on the calendar. 

COMMUNION 6BERVICE. 

The Committee on Canons also reported on 
the subject relating to the postures to be used 
at the communion service, that, as it would in- 
volve some changes in tae rubric, it was inex- 
pedient, and asked to be discharged from further 
consideration of the subject. Agreed to. 

THE WISCONSIN DIOCESE. 

The Commities on New Dioceses, on the di- 
vision of the Diocese of Wisconsin, reported a 
resolution to the effect that, the House of 
Bishops concurring, they consented to and rati- 
fied the division of the diocese. Adopied. 

THE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 

The hour baving arrived for the election of a 
Vice-President, Lucius b. Otis, of Llinois;: the 
Rev. Dr. Beardsley, of Connecticut; Judge Shel- 
ley, of Virginia: George I’.

If the 
clergy did vot enforce the law the laity wouli 
take its execution into their own hauds and pie- 
serve the ark of the Chursh. 

Tho Rey. Dr. Norton, of Virginia, spoke in 
support of the proposed canou. Referring to 
the objections brought against the use of the 
words **doubtfnl doctrines,” he said that it was 
not plainly erroneous doctrines, but doubtful 
statements of doctrine, which were occasioning 
most of the mischief in the Church. 

‘Lhe Rev. Dr. Hail, of Brooklyn, said tbat this 
canon of the Commuttes meant either death or 
the victory of Ritualism.

WISCONSIN’S NEW BISHOP. 
HIS CONSECRATION AT NEW YORA. 
From the New York Times, Oct. %. 

The consecration of the Rev. Edward Ran- 
doiph Welle, D. D., whose election to the Bishop- 
ric of Wisconsin was confirmed bv the Episcopa! 
Convention on tae 14th inst., took place yester- 
day at the Protestant Episcopal Chureb of St. 
Taomas, Fifth avenue and Fift;-third street: 
The spleaodid ediice was filled to its utmost ca- 
pacity. 

The scene within the church during the conse- 
cration was one of unusual interest, aud emi- 
neatly calculated to inspire the beholder with a 
deep religious feeling. Ona the dais bebind the 
holy table, within the chancel, was seated the 
venerable presiding Bishop of the House of 
Bishops, attended by eight dignitaries of the 
Cburch, while the candidate for consecration, 
with lis attendant Presbyters, occupied a posi- 
tion at ihe chancel rail. The Rev. Dr. Morgaa, 
pastor of the churca, With bis assisiant, the 
Rev. J. Jowett, and twelve otuer clergymen, oc- 
cupied the stalis, Wuile acuoir of Ufty occupied 
the remaiuing space on either side. ihe band- 
SUuM6 siained-glass windows dimmed aud tem- 
pered the light they admitted, and necessitated 
ibe use of artilicial liguia, in the glow of whica 
the elaborate decoa@tions were seoea to great ad- 
vantage.

FARNSWORTH AND HURLBUT. 

There is not a more interesting contest in the 
country than that now pending in the Fourth 
Congressional District of this State, between 
Gen. Farnsworth and Geo. Hurlbut. Tue dis- 
trict gave a majority for Grantio 1872 of 11,- 
432. It has been the bauner distnct of the 
country for many years. Gen. Farnsworth :ep- 
resenied the district for several terms, and no 
district 10 the United States was more ably rep- 
resented in Congress. The present contest is 
vot one of a Democrat against a Republican, 
though Gen. Hu:ibut secks to make it such. 
Gen. Farnsworth was an Abolitionist long before 
the Republican party was thought of ; whea Gen. 
Hurlbut was supportiog Clay, and Scott, and 
the old Whig paity, Farnsworth wasa soldier 
in the grat Anti-Slavery struggie. While Hurl- 
but was, with the vehemence of his South Caro- 
lina blood, denourcing the Aboliioaista, Farns- 
worth was known to the people of Kane, Winne- 
bago, Boone, McHenry, and DeKalb, as ove of 
the few fearless meu that dared to denounce 

lavery. In time, pudlic sentiment grew up to 
Farnsworth’s standard, and tae Republican party 
was organized. Hurlbut followed, stopping one 
or two years ion the Know-Kuothinog party, that 
last ditch of the old Whigs. An attempt to im- 
peach Farnsworth’s Republicanism can hardly 
be successful amoung a peop'e who knew him as 
an unflinching Abolitiouist when it was dapger- 
ous to be ane. 

Geu. Farnsworth opposed Granutism in 1872. 
Here, toa, be was in advance of his party. We 
suppose there are but few Pepublicans in the 
Fourth District who are not now as much op- 
posed to Graniism as Farusworth wae in 1872. 
The weight of Grant has overwhelmed the party 
in 1874 in several important States, and, despite 
all appeals to him, be refuses to decline a third- 
(@m candidacy. But, even in this particular, 
Huribut can find no fault with Parnsworth. 
From his far-off mission in Bogota Gen. Huribut 
did all in his power to arouse a@ public sentiment 


term, and, to give emphasis to his opposition, 
he came home to personally oppose Grant. 
Gen. Hurlbut’sa letters denouncing Grantism 
were here in Iijinois in 1872, and Hurlbut begged 
the bolder to keep them secret, although the ar- 
guments he employed had been sufficient to send 
that person ae a delegate to the Cincinnati 
Convention. Farnsworth hovestly proclaimed his 
opinions and Hurlbut suppressea hus. 

Gen. Farnsworth is now, as he has always 
been, @ progressive man. Hurlbut still clings 
to the exploded theories of the old Whig party, 


especiaily the fraud and delusion of a protective 


taaim. Every old Whig thinks he must carry 


Harlbut, being part of the system of Grantism, 


knows of no abases to be corrected, no frauds | 


to be exposed, no corruption te be removed. To 
touch these is to disturb Grantism. When Ben 
Butler sounds the alarm that investigation is 
dangerous, Eurlbut stands by him, and well he 
may. Butler does this asattorney; Hurlbut asa 
defendant. Butler in Congress and on Commit- 
tees votes two votes,—one for his own district and 
one for the Fourth Illinois District. He lets 
Hurlbut draw the pay while he does the think- 
ing and the voting.

army,—Hurlbut as the broker in cotton-permiis ; 
Parneworth as a representative commanding at- 
tention and enjoying the coufidence of Congress, 
—lluribut as a blatherskite and tool of Ben Bat- 
ler; Farnsworth as aman always in a condiiion 
to do busivess.—Hurlbut as one hable at aby 
time to be unde: the influence of liquor. 

Such are the two men who are now candidates 
to represent the respectable and intelligent peo- 
ple of the Fou:th District of Illinois.

Accepting Buatler’s suc- 
cess a8 an indication that nothing is to be ga:ned 
by honesty and fairness, he seems to have en- 
gaged in the frui:lesa effort to outbid tnat dema- 
gogue, and to defeat him for the Senate by ex- 
celling bimin his own peculiar appeals to pas- 
sion, prejudice, and hate. 

On Thureday of last week he addressed a pub- 
lic meeting at Springfield, Mass., and tve ha- 
rangue was made up of the suds of the ordinary 
stump-speaker addressing an assemblage of ig- 
porant and violent partisans. It was just such 
@ speech as may be heard nightly at this time in 
any of the saloon-mee‘ing» of Chicago,—an ap- 
pea! to stand by the party, to vote an unocratched 
ticket, to vote early, to get your fiiends to vote, 
and an assurance that it was betier to electa 
man on our side, no matter who he is, than any 
Other mao. And this was the speech of Heniy 
L. Dawes, so long the lesder of the House of 
Representatives, to shom the people of the 
country have so often looked f.r statesmanship 
that aimed at the country’s good and not the 
mere salvation of the party caucus. Some of 
his statements were extraordinary, coming 
from sucha man. He could not very well deny 
the complete failure and corruption of the car- 
pet-bag Governmeats at the South, but he threw 
tbe whole blame upon the white people, and his 
argument was this: That the white people at 
the South could at any time have elected 
good Governments, but they refrained from 
voting under the expectation that the corrup- 
tion aud incompetency of the negro and carpet- 
bag rulers would cause a reaction at the North 
which would operate in favor of restoring the 
white supremacy. He of course was opposed to 
any such reaction, and he appealed to the people 
of Massachusetts to sustain the policy of main- 
taining these corrupt State Governments in the 
South until the whites extricated them- 
selves. He did not explain why it was 
that when the whites by voting did elec: 
an honest Government in Louisiana it was de- 
posed by the bayonet. Another specimen of the 
etuff that Mr. Dawes related to his hearers was 
that “four millions of helpless and defenseless 
negroes, when tbey retire at night, retire in the 
dread apprehension that the torch of the in- 
cendiary and the murderous weapon of the 
assasein may extinguish all hope of life in the 
morning.” His appeal was to save these four 
millions of people from the instant massacre 
that would follow the election of Gen. Bauks or 
any other anti-Admunistration man to Congress! 
Could Butler surpass this? — 


THE SOUTHERN BLACKS. 

A special correspondeat of the New York 
Tribune, writing from New O:leans, throws a 
little welcome light on the political characteris- 
tics ofthe negroes and on the feeling of the 
Southern whites towards the blacke. His expe- 
rience seems to have been confined to Louisiana; 
but his observations on the feeling of the whites 
in thas State towards the negroes might proba- 
bly be extended to the whole of the South. The 
writer roma:ks that the whites speak uniformly 
with kindness and friendiiness of the biacke, 
but, a8 any ove acquainted with the usual cha: ac- 
teristics of the negro race might expect, they 
add that the poor blacks have been mis- 
led; that, considering their ignorance, it 
was impossible they should not have 
been misied; that their political associations 
have had a bad influence upon them; that they 
have no self-control and no independence. They 
do not accuse the negro of malice or of innate 
depravity of nature. Their mistakes are attrb- 
uted mainly to ignorance and misplaced confi- 
dence. The obstacles in the way of the self- 
assertion of the negro are greater than any one 
not acquainted with the condition of Southern 
politics cam have any idea of. Oath-bound 
leagues exist for the sole purpose of preventing 
their desertion of the Republican party. They 
are ied to believe that their freedom 
depends on the supremacy of the Republican 
party in the politics of the country. N +t the 
negroes but the while mon who have misled 
them are the object of the Southern white 
man’s wrath. Tbe church iv the South is a 
powerful auxiliary of the league in the interests 


‘of the Ropublican party. The rural negro min- 


ister makes a strange mixture of the cause of 
Christ and of the Republican party. He cannot 
always separate the one from the other. Says 
the correspovudent of the Tribune:

the act, their arrest by an United Siates 
Marshal and subsequent incarceration in 
jail would not be regarded in Chi- 
cago or anywhere else as a legitimate 
method ef enforcing Federal laws. What is 
wrong bere is wrong in Louisiana. The action 
of the Shreveport merchants was not indorsed 
bv the prominent Conservatives of the Siate. 
It made Wut little stir, and would doubtless have 
become a dead letter, sunk in the oblivion it 
deserved, had not a certain Lewis Mertill, Major 
of the Seveath United States Cavalry, appeared 
on the scene. Now Merrill is peculiar. He 
tries to be a military and a police officer at the 
eame time. A few years ago be was busy in 
huuting up imagioary Ku-Kiux in South Caro- 
ling. He did this detective busivess ont- 
side of bis legitimate work, and he was 
paid therefor a large sum from the State 
Treasury. Senator Bayard brought Merrill’s 
doings to the notice of the Senate. An inves- 
tigaiion was asked. The facts stated by Mr. 
Bavard, which we have reproduced above, were 
.uot gainsaid, but the upshot of the affair was 
that Merrill was asked to explain and never did 
so. There the maiter dropped. Now this 
oficer turns up in a new place in his old pur- 
auit. Not a negro in Shreveport could be found 
to swear to the intimidation on account of race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude which 
the Enforcement act forbids. Not one of the 
white Republicans of Shreveport could make the 
necessary affidavit. Merrill, however, was 
equal to the occasion. He made the 
oath, and warrants for the arrest of 
the sixty-nine signers were issued. Some 
of the arrests have been made. There has 
been no distu:bance. The offense with which 
these men are charged is one wholly withia the 
province of the civil courts. The military have 
nothing whatever to dowithit. It was, to say 
the least, a gross error for the Federal officer in 
command of the troops at Shieveport to lend 
the weight of his influence to one political party. 
It arrays the army of the United States on the 
side of a faction. it gives ground to the fear 
that the baliot-box may once more have to yield 
to the bayonet. Merrill and other soldiers 
need to be taught that their mission in the South 
is not to harass peaceful citizens for political 
effect. The Shreveport arrests were an act of 
sheer tyranny. The natural result has followed. 
Tbe ‘* labor pledge” has received 180 new sig- 
uatures.

Ladies, Bemg.the Accouot of a Successful 
Experiment.” In it she described the household 
under her control. It contains five “ lady- 
helps,” as she calls them. They serve as cook, 
kitchen-maid, dairy-maid, ladies’-maid, and up- 
pec house-maid. They like their work and 
so does Mrs. Crawsbhay. She thinks that 
ladies can serve ovly in houses in which 
a large etaff of domestica is employed. 
We fail to see, however, why two educaied 
women could not discharge the duties of cook 
and second girl in an ordinary Ameiican family 
with satiefaction to their employe: ani to them- 
selves. Their own position would certainly be 
picasar ter than if each of them were compelled 
to work with a number of iguoravt and slaitern- 
ly girls, 

‘his question is an important one. The num- 
ber of males and femaies in the United States is 
about equal, but there is a large surplus of 
women in the East and South. In seventeen 
States the women exseed the men. The compe- 
tition of women in tls occupations which they 
consider respectabie grows sbarper every year. 
Wages in those occupations are dangerously near 
the starvation-point row. They caunot go much 
lower without causing universal distress. It is 
most important that a new fleid of employment 
should be opened. Itis tiue that that field is 
now filled, partially at least, by other women. 
lbere will be some suffering among them if 
ladies compete with them. This cannot be 
belped. 


THE DEBATE ON VIVISECTION. 

It is not altogether certain cuat the poet was 
correct in his plaint that the beetie suffers 
death the same pang as when the giant 
dies. So long, therefore, as this uncertainty ex- 
iste, there is a parallel uncertainty whether 
much sympathy has not been wasted upon the 
suffeiings of the lower animals. The gentile 
Walton bade bis disciples hook the worm as 
though they loved him, but there is a well- 
founded suspicion that the worm is just as happy 
wriggling on abook as it is when pursuing ite 
sinuous travels through ita native mud. Que of 
the most interesting papers upon this subject 
yet contributed to the public has been brougit out 
by the discussion on vivisection, commenced by 
Mr, Henry Bergh, the President of the New York 
Humane Society. The payer is written by Dr. 
Crosby, and in it he makes a very exhaustive 
investigation of the question whether animals 
suffer under mutilation, arriving at the conclu- 
sion that some of tiem suffer very slightly aad 
others not at all. Whether the crusade upon 
which Mr. Bergh bas entered results in any re- 
form or not, it has at least developed many 
interesting and curious facts, and with these Dr. 
Crosby's paper is literally overflowivg. In the 
first place he contends that neither convulsious 
nor cries are signs of pain. So far from con- 
vulsious indicating suffe:ing, he contends that 
they only show that the brain has lost its con- 
trol over the rest of the nervous system, aud 
that, aside from a feeling of muscular soreness, 
patients are never conscious of suffering even in 
the most terrible pa:oxysms. As to the cry 
of the animal, he says: ‘‘No uproar can be 
greater than that which s pig makes on being 
seized however gently, yet it would be absurd to 
regard this as a mark of paio,” and he might 
have made that same statement concerning the 
hen or @ drunken shrew. His illustrations in 
tavor of his argument are very curious. During 
the battle of Fau Oaks, be saw the fore leg of a 
horse carried away by a solid shot, and yet the 
animal soon struggled to his feet and commenced 
feeding as usual. He also cites the case of an 
Oxford coach-borse which dislocated both fet- 
lock joiuta, and traveled on the end of the bones 
until they were worn smooth without any ex- 
expression of pain. Dormice frequenily 
eat off a part when mutilated. Rats, 
when pressed by hunger, have been 
observed eating their own tails. The same fact 
has been observed of mankeys. At tne Jardin 
des Plantes, an old mezena, having broken his 
leg, instead of complaining about it, deliLerate- 
ly set to work and devoured it with great gusto. 
Rabbi's, when pursued by otber animals, cry 
out, but when seized utter no sound whatever, 
and when caught in a trap will pall away from 
it, heaving the tendons lacerated, and often will 
gnaw the leg off to escape. Crabs and lobsters 
throw off their claws after fright with the 
most perfect indifference. A wasp las been ob- 
served to eat a fy immediately after ite own ab- 
domen bas been cutout. Cockchafers will crawl 
about and eat voraciously after the same injury, 
and the dragon-fly will eat for a long time «after 
being fastened down with a pim. Dr. Crosby 
also argues that Providence must have revdered 
these animals only slightly susceptible to pam, 
in view of the constant destruction going on 
aroong them, and cites the following iliuatra- 
tion : 

I once observed a rather extraordinary illustration 
of the law of Nature to eat and Leesien, I kepi ma 
glase globe a variety of the smualier aquatic aninais, 
such a; the larve of the dragon-fly, etc., and one day 
im roduced among them a few of thecommon water 
pewte and water beetles, one of which was the Dit 
cus marginais. Tne dragon-flies had been living on 
the antmaicuda, etc.; the newts attacked and devour- 
ed the dragon-fly, The uext morning I found one of 
the newts lying at the Lottom of the vessel, hilf eaten, 
and, while looking on, saw the ditiscus atteck another 
newt, Not wishing to have them all destroved, 
I took the ditiscus out of the water and put it 
im che suushine a few minutes, when it few away, and 


bad not goue more than 30 or 40 yards when a 
sparrow Gew after and caught it. 


If these facts be true, then it is obvious that 
Mr. Bergh's sympathy is purely sentimental. 
They are, furthermore, caloulated to furnish aid 
and comfvrt in getting rid of many of tbe minor 
animals. If the cat, for instance, does not feel 


pain, one need suffer no compunctions of cen- | 


science in dispatching that midnight minstrel. 
The feeling of pain with which one observes a 
dog hurrying down the street with a huge ketile 
tied to his tail and dangling against his legs 
at every jump, will be aileviated by the fact 
that the animal is only suffering from mor- 
tification and depression of spirits. The 
tears which have been shed by kindiy 
souls over the squirming of the eel as be paris 
with bis skin, and his wriggling in the fry-kettle, 
have all been shed in vain, and one can put bis 
heel upon the snake with more satisfaction from 
the fact that he ie ridding the world of a pest 
without inflicting unnecessary pain. It wil) also 
tend to popularize the study of entomology, es 
pecially among the young ladies, if the insects 
can feed voraciously with pins stack through 
them. Finally we can ail sit down to our broiled 
whitefish, roast beef, and mutton chop with 
more devout thankfulness and gustatory satis- 
tion as we reflect thas neither fish, ox, 
nor sheep suffered any pain when they 
departed thie life. Dr. Crosby has sent a bomb- 
shell of very large size into the camp of the

To cairy out auy of the abvove men- 
timed imvrovemerts, liberal expenditure is 
but the precise amount to be 
expecded from time to time can 
Only ve. settied after the most carefn! delibera- 
tion. Whore is probably no railway ia tho world 
which would better repay such iaree exnendi- 
ture than this, if 9 realiy good managemeut, sup- 
ported by a stable constituency of proprietors,

THE SARATOGA AGREEMENT. 

At the request of Mr. E. R. Wadsworth, the 
Railroud Commissioner for this city, the mau- 
agers of the leading Western railroads held a 
conference yesterday afternoon at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel. here were present E. R. Wada- 
worth, Commissioner for Chicago; H. H. Porter, 
Generis] Manager Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
road; 8. 3S. Merrill, General Manager, and J. C. 
Gault, General Superintendent, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad; Robert Harrie, Chi- 
eago, I3urlington & Quincy Railroad; Hugb Rid- 
dle, Cliiceago, Reek Island & Pacific; J. C. Me- 
Mullin, Chicago & Aiton; A. Mitcheil, Lilimois 
Central; W. R. Arthar, St. Louis, Kansas City 
& Northern; ©. E. Ford, Missouri Pacific; J. F. 


Barnard, Council Bluffs & St. Joseph; T. Pen- 
tield, Flanuibal & St. Joseph. 

Mr. Wadsworth stated that the Western roads 
were 00t expected to sign the agieement, as 
most af them had objections of some kind, but 
they were expected to conduct their business 1 
such & wav as to place no obstacles in the way of 
the Commissiovers. The managers present said 
they would co-operate in such measures of re- 
form as they deemed beneficial to their roads, 
but uuder no circumstances would they support 
all their measures. 

Mr. Wadsworth then placed before the meet- 
ing the orders lately issued by the Western 
Bureau of Commisaiovers in regerd to the aboli- 
tion of the eysiem of paying commissions for 
the sale of ticke:s, and iv regard to aboli-bing 
the sysiem of grauling retura passes to stock- 
droves’s. 

After along debate it was decided to abolish 
the commixsion system on the Westein roads 
also. In regaad to sbohishing the system of 

Lanting return passes to stock-drovers, it was 
tina!lv decided to make no change, but continue 
to grant such passes as heretofore. It had 
previously been attempied to abolish this sys- 
tem, and it proved very disastrous vo the West- 
erm roads, thereiore they would not iry it again.

CAT fLE—Rarely bas our cattle market been so 
thoroughly dull as at present, end rurcly have the 
prices realized been 80 gomeraily unremunerative. The 
receipts thus far during the week have been compara- 
tively light,—being some 5,000 lees than for the same 
period last week,—bnt there were enough stale enttle 
left over from Saturday last to swell the supply to un- 
usually large dimensions; and this fact, coupied with 
the disheartening reports from New York, Albany, 
buffalo, Piitsburg, and leas prominent Eastern mar- 
kets, gave us the dullest and most unsatisfactory mar- 
ket-day of the season, Just how much of a decline 
the market has sustained itia impossible to determine 
frum to-dsy’s sales, as but little trading was doue, and 
that lithe was accompliehed at such variable rates, So 
far as shipping grades were concerned, there was 
realiy no market, The inactivity of that class of buy- 
ers was mainly due to the demoralized condition of 
trade at the East, though, had they been never so eager 
to invest, their operations must heave been 
limited, the offerings embracing: little stock 
good enough to meet their requirements, The demand 
was chiefly restricted to supplying the wants of feed- 
ers and local buyets, the former paying $2.25@3.09, 
and the iatter $1.50/@3.3%5. Themost notable saice of 
the day was reported by H. E, Mallory & Bro., they 
selling 560 Texas steers averaging 904 ibs at $2.50. 
They were taken by a city packer, There is a large 
amount of stock now in the yards for which there ie 
no visible outlet at over $1.50@2.00. Some of these 
droves cost $2.00@2.50 in the country. The market 
closed dull and deyressed, with more cattle in the 
yards than will be required to satisfy ail probable de- 
mands for @ week to come,

The 
wildert excitement has prevailed here during the 
entire day. ‘ihe streets were crowded with peo- 
pie from far and near, and many interesting facts 
regarding the Mawson family are being brought 
out.

Early this morning the exciting news leaped 
from mouth to mouth and house to bouse, that 
Mra. Mawson, confiacd ia the County Jail, and 
charged with the murder of her youngest son, 
Albert Mawson, had committed suicide in her 
cell by taking poison. 

Almost instanily a crowd of men, women, and 
boys rushed for the jail, and, for the third time 
within a year, this town was thrown into a 
spasm of excitement, by the report of an un- 
natural and sudden Ceath. 

On reaching the jail it was ascertained from 
Sheriff Ross that Mrs. Mawson had been taken 
with a severe chill early last evening, and seemed 
in great agony. A physician being sent for, he 
made an examivalion, and pronounced the cause 
the work of some kind of poison, probably 
arsenic. 

The woman declared it was a congestive chill, 
but refused to take an antidote, preferring. she 
said, Lo die in intense suffering rather than lve 
longer. She talked coutinuaily of ber son Albert, 
aud, laie in the evening, said to Mra. Ross, wife 
of the Sheriff, taat slbe was innocent of tis 
crime fur waich she ned beenarrested. Her lips, 
however, were sealed avainst making any state- 
ments which would implicate ber son Thomas. 
Sue lingered until midnight, suffering the most 
iutenee pain, them suddenly drew a long, easy 
bieatb, and expired.

In reference to the ao’ change in the 
igh School, Supt. 


(rom conducting recitations, the teacher's 


(\uty was to teach the pupil Low to 
study; the observation of the pupil’s habits 
o f study was of great importance to the teacher. 
A lany pupils wou'd find at home no opportunity 
fc w quiet study ; many came before school, and 
re mained aiter, for study. The proposed 
ch.snge would take away such opportunity, as 
we J as occasional assiptance or after 
ech 901. Ii would throw the pupil enurely upoy 
his own resourees, making tbe school bours 
periietual examinations. The beneiite of reci- 
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tation would be unequally distributed, the morn- 
ing hours being of greater value than the after- 
noon hours. The car iare of pees of the 
North and Bouth Divisions, 

were compelied to come to the High School 
building, wonld amount to $20 per vear, nearly 
enough, in a class of forty-five, to pay the salary 
of a teacher. Pupils who accomplished their 
work at ali must devote as many hours to stadyv 
as at present, leaving no more time for labor. It 
did not appear that the diseipline of the outside 
classes Was quite 60 bad as some would make it 
appear. Justice to excellent teachers opposed 
their dismissal after entering upon the work of 
the year, amd at a time when they could not 
readily find employment.

aud Greek #4 will prepare young men for col- 
lege. ‘Two years in the general course and 
tntee vears ?n the classical course would suffice 
for the comy jetion of such studies. Pupils from 
the district schools would pass to tie inter- 
mediate sciwvole, and thence to the High School. 
Such a plat: might be diseussed during the 
present year, and a plan perfected ready for tho 
opening of a new school year. According to the 
last report it appeared that more than half the 
righ Schor sl pupils left it by the end of the sec- 
ond year. These took up some studies 
of no practical value, and lost others 
of great value. The change proposed 
woul remedy this defect. It would 
also furnish facilities for departmental work in 
the clasiies Dow out of the High School building, 
thereby increasing their efliciency.

HOW TO GET FREE LIQUOR, 

The petty. peculationus practiced by some of 
the Federal barnacles are a source of much com- 
plaint, and many business men are annoyed and 
disgusted thereby. If ope ba&s occasion to release 
imperted goods from bond, and is in haste, it 
becomes pecéssary to fee some of the eubor- 
dinates. 

Two cases of peculation came to the notice of 
a Tripune reporter yesterday, and show covclu- 
sively that fraud was practiced. A gentleman 
who frequently bas occasion to rejease fine im- 
ported liquors from bond relates that about 
four mouths ago he called at the Gov- 


warehouse, at the corner of 
streets, to obtain 
imported from 
He waited some time in the place, and 
finally succeeded in getting a young man in the 
otice to attend tohim. The officer in charge of 
the ! was absent. The empioye went 
to the case which the tlieman found ad- 
dressed to his hovise, and, taking a jarge quart 
filled it with the brandy. Supposing 
be had done so for the purpose of prov- 
ing it, the gentleman waited, wito the 
mae that the young man would do so, 
then. put the liquor back into the case. sut 
the officious employe did not do so, and the gen- 
tleman paid the duty and went away. The case 
was sent to him shortly afterwards, and he dis- 
covered by actual measurement that the brandy 
taken out had not been repiaced. ‘he cost of the 
liquor was $12. 
few days ago he called again at the same 
warehouse, and found the same wau in charge. 
He had another case to release from bond, and 
the employe filled his quart Lottie from it, as he 
bad dore before. ‘The importer again waited on 
the clerk, whom be supposed would take the 
proof, but he did not do so, and the liquor was 
eent to the owner, less the quart, whicao cost tbe 
unporter this time $6. 

The above are but instances of a system of 
peculation pursued by Government employes iu 
this aniother cities. Foreign wives are tam- 
pered with by extracting small quantities and 
replacing them with water, which wii! pot be 
discovered in large cases, even if several gallons 
aro taken out. Other goods are med- 
died with in a similar manner. Just 
such small steals bave been practiced 
tm «C6Uthe)«606New York Custom-House, and, in 

- eome cases, leading saloous are thus supplied 
witb the finest wines and liquors, which are ‘* set 
up” free of cost to the Government employe 
and bis friends when they are on aspree. ‘ihe 
longer the same oliicials are in office, the more 
boid and bareiaced are the pecu!ations oracticed, 
and shippors have nothiug to do but to grin and 
bear them. Complaint was made to the ollice: 
in charge of the warebouse, who promised to at- 
tend to the matier, but did nothing.

TROUBLE ABOUT THE NEW CONTRACT FOB EN- 
GINES FOR THE WATER-WORKS. 


The Amerwan Bridge Company, of Chicago, 
filed a bil) against Redmond Prindiviile, J. R. 
Thompson, aod Louis Wahl, Commissioners of 
the Board of Public Works, and the City of 
Chicago, asking for an injunction against letting 
the contract for the new engines at the Water- 
Worms to Murphy & Co., of New York. 

The complainavct states that, in July last, the 
Board of Public Works advertised for proposals 
fortwo pumping-engines for the Water-Works, 
ach engine to be capable of raising 15,000,. 
000 gallons 155 feet bigh in twenty-four 
hours; to be perfect in its kind, 
and free from all that has not been proved by 
actual use by well-known, competent, and disin- 
terested witnesses to be safe to adopt. The en- 
gines were to be run by three boilers, two of 
which were to be sufficient to supply ali the 
steam required, eto, Each proposal was to be 
accompanied by a bondin the sum of $290 for 
the faithful performance of the work, and the 
engines were to be set up and in operation by 
Oct. 1, 1875. 

Complainant avers that it answered the adver- 
tisemeut, and offered to furnish two pumping- 
engines of the power required, asseiting that 
no detail of parte was made, with the exception of 
the steam-juckel which encircies the entire eagine 
iustzaa of only the oviunders, but the Company 
asréed to change that arrasgemenut to the geuer- 
wi vivactice if needed. It, however, pru to 
employ six bouers instead of three, four of 
wlueh were to be sufiicient to ran the engines, 
and agreed to furnish them complete as asked 
for (3185,000. By a subsequent ariangement it 
consisted to forfeit $1,509 to $5,000 fur every 
1,000 ,000 poucds which the engina failed to 
raise bolow the 90,000,000 required by the Board. 
The ssomplainant then charges that five other 
proposala were made, one being for $210,000, 
aad tne highest by Murphy & Oo.. for: 
$241,500. Ie w alleged that the board fraud- 
ulewtiy, after opening the bids, referred them to 
Ek. & Chesbrough aud G. C. Cregier, to have 
them: report their opinion on them to the Board, 
and that, afterward, the Board, on the sugges- 
tion of Messra. Chesbrongh and Creguer, award- 
el (he contract to Murphy & Co. fur $244,509. 
Camplainaut azvserts thac ine Board was una! s 
to delegate its authority to any persons net 
miembe:s, but that it was bound to maketh e 
s@lection itself; that the Board was also 
qgompelled by law to give the contra +t 
fo the lowest bidder; and then, with s 
bit of political economy, claims that Murphy & 
(Co. were resitenis of New York, while it is a r@ si- 
deut of Chicago, and pays taxes here ; and tly at, 
therefore, if the cuootract 1s awarded to/ be 
former, tbe city and comclainant wiil be obly sed 
to payim taxes the ciiference of $538,500, ¢ nus 
bringimg the “balance of trade,” of coy ree, 
avaiust ibe city.
